Surely they were right Hnmaaity ia progressing towards 
•ome great end, an end higher than the perfecting of eeparate 
individualities. One generation goes on where another leaves 
oil, and unfolds the dirine ideas a little more fully. Some dav we may 
hope, this idea will be realized in a human lociety as nearly perfect as 
the limitations of earth ponnit. \Ve niiiv n^nsonabW hold that those gen- 
erations which have passed on liave not stood still either, and are etill con- 
cerned with the work of erolring humanity, a mighty whole, one with and 
in the glorified Christ. 

"Then cometh the end." .Ml ilhi.sions, all scd.m' of sepnrat»'ness, will 
disappear; the nuitehal will make way for the spiritual, the plunomenal 
for the real, and the uniTene of nniveraes, Titible and faivisible, attain to 
perfect conscious oneness in the eternal life of God. Tlli.•^ is the New 
Testament view of the matter seen in the Inrge persepective of our present 
day knowledge of the va&tneas of the universal order. 

When we come ta the question of the iurvival of individual conscious- 
ness after death we can say no more than that the evidence which would 
satisfy the ordinary religious mind might fail with the uninformed by tlic 
religious temperament. Nevertheless the lack may be in the latter rather 
than in the former. 

Evidence that would carnr' oonviotion hv the method? aeeeptablo to 
the scientific mind would, of course, have to be on the lower plane. I 
quite admit that such evidence might be of great value as a reinforcement 
to spirituality, but it could never be a substitute for 
for it or take pnvedeneo of it. Still I think it not 
improbable tliut scientilic psycliic investigation will 
before long manage to prove to the satisfaction of the 
averngt! man the existence of discarnate consciousness. 
If so, I shall rejoiee, beeauso I believe the general 
e£fcct of such a demoutitratiou would be good. But 
even so, I would rather rely on the instinctive percep- 
tions of the liiglupt order of spiritiinl experience.

A.s president of tbe Koclicfelier Institute for 
Medical Research In New York, Human Life saya, ho has lielped to Inspire 
many of the great diacoverlea which Dave come out of that laboratory from 
Dr. Simon Flexner and others. Not long ago tbe Carnegie Institution in 
Washington needed a chairman for its oxecutlve committee, which haa gen- 
eral overaight of all tbe Inatitutlon's manifold acientlflc aetlTitlea. Dr. 
Welch was elected, and although the Carnegie reaearch workers are busy 
with many other problems besides those of medicine, he takes almost as 
nuK h Interest In the Instilution's new non-magnetic yacht and ita Obaerratory 
In the Andes as In his own particular subject. 

Occupying 
the professorship in this science at Johns Hopliiiis University since its 
foundation, he has made during tho last twenty five years many Important 
contributions to our knowledge of diphtheria, typhoid fever, malaria, Aalatlc 
cholera, kidney troubles, and other diaeaaes.
